The iu*w^t>aper has something tocontrihute to almost jiil ami*i of 
ilie turrit Ilium, ftcuntains information relevant to students of all aj^^ 
;md ahility It^eU. It is especially useful in strengthening skills in the 
ffingua^ arts and the locial studies. The variety of topics a newspaper 
lovers makes it possible to individualiie learning assignments. 

Being familiar with the news enables students to engage in adult 
Conversations, thereby opening up communication between then) and 
their parents. The newspaper is frequently the only rr^iding material 
that parents discuss with their children. 

The appeal of a newspaper can motivate many students to read who 
do not respond to traditional instructional materials. It gets them 
varied reading about subfccts in which they are interested. Even so* 
call^ nonreaders sometimes turn out to be readers when the^y find 
material thai interests them. 

It is important that students understand the vital role the free i»ress 
plays in our democratic society. .Since informed participation is es* 
sential to thesurvivaf of a Tree society, the school should help students 
become intelligent readen of newspapers by teaching them how to 
interpret newspaper content critically.

X he diiily newspaper is a rich r^wiirco for many areas of iIm- secon- 
dary cunit ulum. ifsinf; the newspaper tn the classroom puts students 
in touch with topics of adult conversation and raises tssuesaboui%lult 
prohlents they will soon be facing. Speaking and wttting assignments 
based on news stories lake on new importance si nee they require under- 
standing of and ^communicating about significant ideas from the adult 
world, and math takes on a new relevance for the student figuring t>ut 
how to support a household 

Most secondary studentsare becoming incteasingly concerned with 
their fututes and want ihe "real" information the newspaper provides 
(tboutcolk'ge*careers» available jobSf housings and automobiles. They 
an* beginning to think about homesandfamiliesof theit ownand want 
infotmation on family life, child care* food prepatatbn^ nuttition^ 
budgets* health, and safety. 

Adolescents ate beginning to wonder what kindof world they will 
live in for the restof their lives. What scientific findings wtllaffect their 
daily patterns of life? They are concerned with their future 
responsibility as citizens. They wonder if they will be able to under- 
stand what is happening in government aiv ' in foreign relations. They 
wonder if they will understand the political issues in order to vote in- 
telligently. 

As they gradually move into the adult world, these students ate. at 
the same time* concerned with the typical problems and interests of
